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“THS EMANCIPATION OF EGYPT.” 


Some interesting correspondence hasrecently 
anpeared in our colamns on the snbjiot of 
a recently published work under tha above 
title, aud if the aithor of this volame has 
rendered no cther sorvice to Brypt he has, 
at all everts, aft people pondering arew 
upon a political problem, ‘the importance of 
which, from more thin one point of view, 
has not abated’ with tha prolongation of the 
British Occupation: We certainly do not 
share-ths opinigh of those who would scout 
discagsion for)‘fiar of arousing or accentaat- 
ing thoss feelings of discontent with the 
present situation, which the popolation of 
Eeypt are supposed to harbour. On the oon- 
trary, we hold that a candid and dispassionate 
»xamination from time to time of the status 
quo can have none other thar a salutary 
effect. Diszursion, when conducted temperate 
ly and with a sincere desire on both sides 
to elacidate the truth, must inevitably con- 
dace to enlightenment and in the end to a 
better understanding between the disputants. 
It is therefore of advantage that the Ezyp- 
tians should be afforded opportanities of 
atating their allegei grievances, and that 
those who represent tho tutelary Power should 
have occasion to explain the position which. 
they take op and tha policy they parsue, It 
is no part of our purpose to-day to seek to 
justi‘y our continsed presence in Egypt 
on the ground that withdrawal would en- 
danger our great Indian possession, nor do 
we think that the dootrine of j'y suis, j'y 
reste is one which can recommend iteelt to 
hamane and fairmioded men. Egypt’s hap- 
piness and prosperi'y should obviously be the 
aole corsideration, andit is from this stand- 
point alone that we have contemplated the 
existing state of affairs, and contrasted it 
with the probable’ condition of the country if 
the author of the “Emancipation” were allow- 
ed to have his way. 

With the ful'est desire to give due weight 
to every argument advanced, and with a ken 
perception of the dislike that every patriot-

lyoke, we cannot bring ourselves to believe 
that the evacuation would be, at all events

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in the present ciroumstances, franght with 
benefit for the Egyptians themeelve:. For let 


us ask ourselves, to what iz due their ever- 
augmenting prosperity? It is not alone attribut- 
able to the fertility of ths ‘soi', nor to the 
extensive scheme of irrigation, nor to the 
opening up of the country by incressed 
facilities of communication, though these, 
undoubteily, are largely contribating ele-’ 
meats. But the domiaant factor in the 
situation is Egypt's indastrial and com- 
mercial credit, Credit is the - life-blood of 
commerce and industry, and credit is founded 
upon security. What is it that ensures the 
constant flow of foreign capital into the coun- 
try, which stimalates indastry, and foaters 
commercial enterprise ? It isthe knowledge 
that England, the world’s most trusted trader - 
and reliable merchant, is at the back of it all, 
and, in a sense which bosiness men of every 
nationality are not slow to recognise, England 
stands guarantee for Egypt’s financial stability. 
What wonder then that Sir Ernest Cassel, no 
mean autbority on matters ficancia!, should 
have volouteered the opinion that Egyptian 
Government securities are the soundest invest- 
ment outside Congo's? 

_ Let those who are the advocates of ‘“eman- 
cipation” “give_os some reason for the faith 
that is within . Let them reflact upon 
what would resolt from the adoption of their 
propozale. Would willingly see credit 
dec'ine, capital diminish, and foreign enter- 
prise we'll bigh cease, as would assuredly 
happen, once the strong protective arm of 
England were withdrawn [Is Egypt, mnaided, 
in a position to cope effectively with internal 
didorder and to resist external: attack! If 
evacuation pure and simple were decided upon 
at this very instant or in the immediate fature, 
where are the naval and military forcas that 
conld, in case of need, replace those of the 
tutelary Power? A ‘fleet takes time to build, 
as America and Germany can_ bear effective 
testimony. An army is not reorganised ard 
reinforced in a day, as English War Ministers 
know to their dismay. Assuming, for the sake 
of argument, that all this o2a'd be acoomplieh- 
led with a stroke of the pen. Have our Bgyp- 
tian patriots coanted the onst ? Are they pre- 
pared to lay upon the people s burden of 
taxation ‘beside which that of Germany and 
Italy—to cite only two inetaross—is a mere 
bagatelle ? Ezyptis mach too valuable a prise 
to be left slone in the “scramble for Africa,” 
and upless daring the years that would be 
occopied in placing her naval and military 
forces in an effisient condition to resist attack 
the British would obligingly oonsent to remain, 
she would be exposed at any time to invasion 
by one ofthe Great Powers, which might 
result simp'y in a change of masters after 
perhaps many sangauinary encounters. Judging 
from the way that some European natioas 
deal with their over-3sea possessions, regarding 
them as mere soarces for swelling revenue and 
utilising them as refage: for incompetent, 
tarbulent, and dishonest officials, Egypt's last 
state, in the event jast contemplated, might 
be far worse than her first. 

Oar patriots may probably aay that neatrali 
sation is their goal, and that, by a self-denying 
ordinance of the Powera conjoined, the danger 
of invasion woald be obviated. Let us assume 
gach an international treaty to be already in - 
force. Bat how would that secure them against 
jnternecise- feuds or domestic revolt? If such 
wore to be the sase, they might say, one of 
the Powers shonld be permitted to intervene. 
Preciss!y so. One of the Powers would, 
undoubtedly, intervene, bat not without exact- 
ing a:qguid pro quo which would possibly entail 
hardship and uppression of which the present 
generation of Egyptians kaow only by tradition. 
Let us make one further and fival assumption, 
namely, that all these gloomy though highly 
probable forebodings are falsified by events. 
What then! Are there to be foand amongst 
the Egyptians men ready ~to Bill the posts of 
Min‘sters upon whore integrity and ability the 
nation can confidently rely ? This is a oracial 
point and we hava been at pains to elucidate 
it. The preseot Conccil is, «f course, out of 
the ronning, as it -is ‘too friendly to the 
Eoglish” and does not possess, therefore, the 
Arue pational aspirations. Bat we have asked 
several of our best-informed and most enlight- 
ered Egyptian friends to farnish os with lists 
of those to whom they think might safely be 
entrusted the destinies of the nation. Opinions 
are hopelessly at variance, and with the best 
will in the world, ‘we have failed-to reconcile 
them. What is the leseon to be learned from 
this experiment.) It is that, apart from all 
the other considerations which we have briefly 
indicated, the Egyptians lack that cobesion and 
b-lief in their “men of light and leading” 
which are the fandamental. essentials cf self:

EXPLORATION IN SINAL

‘} he expedition under the leadership of Pro 
fedsor Flindera Petrie, which was atchec 
to Sinai by. the Bgypt Exploration . Fund, 
may not have attained ‘the results that were 
expected of it, bat nevertheless there ha; 
been much’ important information gained. 
The inscriptions of the Barly Egyptian 
Kings who sent expeditions to the tor- 
qaoise mines were copied, and those that 
were in danger of destruction were eare- 
fal'y removed to Egypt. Professor Petrie 
examined many of the spoil heaps of the mines, 
and comes to the conclusion that the Egypt- 
ians mined here only for the turquoise 
This may be true in regard to the special sites 
he examined, but that they obtained copper 
With 
regard to ancient mining operations in ths 
Sinai region small but most important disco- 
veries were made. ‘The Egyptian possession 
of the mines bezan with the third dynasty, 
about pc. 4000, bat it was Senefro, tho 
father of Khufa, who states that he drove 
out the foreigners who held the mines. 
It mast be remembered that I pointed 
out in a former article at the time when 
the expedition was aboat to start that 
the Babylonian King Narram Sin, Be 3700, 
claims to have corqaered Magan or Sinai 
and tablets of his reign mention the event, 
while gold and copper from the diatrict ia 
mentioned in the- tablets foand at Lagash, 
now at Constantinople. Of the workers in this 
region\ prior to the third dynasty interesting 
traces have been found. Mr. Carrolly, who 
accompanied Prof. Petrie, cleared ont many of 
the curious “believe” shaped tombs, called by 


the Arabs Nawami*. These domed hats have. 


been long known, and attracted the attention 
of archeeologists—Foster, of ‘Que Primeval 
Language” repute, saw in them the remains of 
the Israelitish camps ; but he also, we must re- 
member, read the inscription of Seuefra as re- 
cording the miracle of feeding the wanderers 
with quails. ‘The scientific examination of these 
curious stractares is important. Mr. Carrelly 
says “they appear to hava been built with 
great regalarity ‘by a civilised people. The 
contents were shell beads and bracelets in large 
numbers, and’pure copper borers.” In the 
Wady Abmar he foand a factory of flint im- 
plements and ‘many small flint drill heads. All 
of these finds indicate a primitive pra-historio 
mining indastry in the district. 

Who ware these people? The form of the 
tomb is exactly that of the tombs found at 


Lagash and Ur and Krech, and ths contents 


the same, the former being of small stones 
bailt like bricks, the latter of pure brick. But 
an additional proot ofa non Egyptian aotivity 
in this region is afforded by Professor Petrie’s 
important work on the site of the ancient 
temple of Hathor at Serabit el Khadem. Here 
he foand an atcient temple, which may have 
been of purely Egyptian Grigin and founded 
prior to the third dynasty, as Mr. R. C. Thomp- 
aon maintains. But one thing is certain, thatit 
was occupied at® very early period by a people 
whose religioug/ceremonial differed in most im- 
portant details. from that of the Bgyptiane. 
Large lavers were placed in the temple, and 
one before the door. These were evidently 
intended for/ ceremonial ablations. In one 
of the chambérs of the temple a large laver 
dorrounded ‘by four pillars was found:-Now, 
in Egypt, although ceremonial purity was most 


rigidly enforeed, it did not form a part of the 


temple ritual, but was performed by both prieat 
and worshipper prior to entering the sacred 
precincts. Another important find was that ofa 


| large heap, some FO tons of ashes, before the 


Sacred cave, which were clearly the remains of 
barnt offerings. We have no proof of the burnt 
oftering ever having been used in Eyypt. Por- 
tions of victims, oxen, and calves or gazslles, 
were offered with flowers and frait to the gods, 
bat were not burned, bat eatea by the priests 
and the worshippers. 

In the oldest Semitio temple arrangements 
and ceremonial which we fiad in Babylonia we 
sea an exactly similar arrangement to that 
of the temple explored by Professor Petrie. 
In the lowest strats of the monnd at Nippar— 
below the pavements of thé temple of Sargon 
and Naram Sin, 8.0. 3700 - within a low brick 
wall forming the enclo3snre of the temenos, 


was a massive altar of brickwork, tha upper’ 


portion of which was still covered with the 
ashes of animal remains baroed for sacrifice. 
In tront of the altar and near to the entrance 
to the sacred enclosure stood two large terra 
cotta vases, evidently intended for ceremonial 
porification. The arrangement of the Sinaitic 
‘emple and that of Nippur are exactly the 
‘ame, the latter being perhaps more primitive. 
Gere, then, we hava proof of the presence in 
the Sinaitic peninsals, at aboat thirty eight 
xentories before our era, of a people whose 
caligions ceremonial presented an almost com- 
jlete agreement with that of the Semites of 
che Tigro-Eaphrates valley. Tho-e discoveries, 
taken in conjanction',with the pamerous other 
rraces of Semitic life in the wilds of Sinai — 
the holy wells, the sacred heaps cf stones, 
and the bethels, which sbonnd in ‘he region 
—throw a new light upon the question of the 
Hebrew sojoura ig this region, The arrange- 
ments of the Tabernacle—if stripped of the 
many fantastic additions of a later time—asre 
exactly the samo as those described above. 


‘The brazen sea, the lavor,, the huge altar of 


burnt-offering ; are bata Hebrew form of the 
old Babylonian csremonial. 

The Sinaitic peninsula mantained its 
Semitic character until long after the 
Christian era, snd many of the ancient spots 
retained their sanctity, ss provei by the 
Sinaitic inscription on the rocks, mostly the 
grafitti of Nabatbean, Aramean, Jewieh, and 
iater Christian pilgrims. One other result of 
chis expedition needs to be mentioned. The 
remains of Egyptian offerings, vases of lazed 
ware, figures, &o., found, show that the Egyp-

very late, and especially durin or the reign of 
Rameses I]. and his son, the Pharaohs of the 
Oppression and Exodas, which renders it’ very 
doubtfal if the Israelites passed through this 
region. Notwithatanding, the. labo 

amplatars An wrokeeclognta, SirCh at fatto, 
Professors Palmer, Hall, Dawson, and others, 
and the expr ition, the settlement. of 
tha trae site of Sinai dg aa tar off asever. This 
failare of the discovery of really historical 
avidenoe of Babylonian ocoapation may, we 
hope, lead to further explorations on the east 
aide of Sinai, awd especially in the old Midia- 
nite kingdom, bordering on the Golf of Akasbad. 
Thies practically unexplored region shonld 
yield material to solve several problema still 
before the archeologist regarding the early 
Semitea, and the extent of Babylonian influence 
in Arabia and adjicont lands. (Mr. W. 8t.

THE FUTURE OF MALTA. 


Farther‘ reductions are to be effected in the 
Mediterranean Qleet, trom which one battle- 
ship was recently withdrawn after the map- 
-euvres, asys the “Daily Mail.” Four more 
battleships and the foar armoured cruisers are 
to be sent home and stationed in the North 


. Sea, when the command here will become a 
‘ Vice-Admiral’s one. 


There are reports in Malta that Lord Charles 
Beresford will resign his command in conse 
quence of these changes and reductions. Four 
battleships are also to be withdrawn trom the 
Atlantic Fleet for the North Sea. 

The battleships which will probably be sent 
home from the Mediterranean are the Bulwark, 
Implacable, Prince of Walés, and Queen. 

Owing to the onoertainty of the Mediter- 


ranean Fleet’s movements and fatnze; the 


officar’s wives and tamilies in Malta are leavin 
whole sale and returning home. The hotels are 
empty, and the season has*como to an abrapt 
close. This has meant heavy losses for the 
people and for many officers. 

All express dissat-«faction at the complete 
ignorance in which they have been kept by 
the naval authorities as to the foture inten- 
tions of the Admiralty. 


The withdrawal of eight battleships and four 
armoured cruisers from the Mediterranean and 
Atlantic Fleeta and their return to home 
waters will give a British foree of twenty-five 
battleships and ten armoured cruisers for the 
Channel Fleet. Probably this fleet will‘now be 
divided into a North\Sea Fleet and Channel 
Flest, each twelve battleships and five or six 
armoured cruisers strong. 

The number of battleships left in the Medi- 
terranean Fleet will be the same; but since 

‘the understanding with France there has been 
no motive for keeping two enormons fleets in 
the south of Birope. It is evident.that Malta 
and Gibraltar will soffer as naval bases for the 
moment, bat their admirable position on the 
world’s main trade route to the Bast renders 
it certain that they will altimately recover. 

The reduction of the Mediterranean Fleet 

_is the firat step towards thé naval evacuation 
of the Mediterranean, which may be completed 
in the not distant fature, as there is reason to 
be'ieve that the main French fleet will also be 
brought north.

PROPOSED USE OF SIMPLON 
TUNNEL 


The “Matin” announces that the Chamber 
of Commerce of Agram, the chief town of 
Croatia, has; laid before the Chambers of 
Commerce of Paris, Dijon, Geneva, Milan, 
Venice, ‘Trieste, and Laibach suggestion 
for the the establishment cf a direct line 
of communication between France, -Croatis, 
Southern Hangary, and the Balkan’ States, 
which would not pass through Germany. 

It is proposed to have a second Orient 
express youte from Paris to Milan, vi& the 
Faucille and Simplon tannels, and from Milan 
to Belgrade, vi&é Venice, Trieste, Fiame, and 
Agram. 

This rote woald be 100 kilometres (sixty 
miles) shorter than that wié Vienna and 
Bodspest. 

Tle opinion in Paris is that hostility to the 
scheme need bs expected only trom Germany, 
who woold natarally see in it a menace 
to her hegemony, -which at present extends, 
thanks to her geographical situation, almost 
tothe Balkans.
